HOUSING SITE DATA ANALYSIS 


Introduction 


The Housing Site Data sheets were developed to provide basic information on the 
proposed public housing sites and their surrounding neighborhoods. The data pro- 
vided gives a general picture of population in the neighborhood, changes in neigh- 
borhood population between 1970 and 1980, as well as basic information on the site 
itself, and facilities serving the site. The sheets include many of the major 
variables used by the Department of Housing and Urban Development in evaluating 
potential sites. 


Data comes from several sources. Data on population and population change is 

from the 1970 and 1980 Census, as analyzed by the Planning and Community Develonp- 
ment Department. Density data uses Census data and Planning Division data. Data 
on assisted housing uses the Planning and Community Development Department's in- 
ventory af assisted housing in Berkeley. Information on facilities has been drawn 
from service providers, with parks data using the inventory of parks in Berkeley 
Facts s1l961,. and) Parks: and Marina ‘Division data. 


Explanation of Terms 


CENSUS TRACT: Data on population and population change is provided for the Census 
Tract within which a potential site is located. Census Tracts are the 30 areas 

of approximately 3,000-4,000 population for which the Census provides detailed 
local information. The map of the Census Tracts shows Tract boundaries. 


HOUSEHOLD : Any person or group of persons living together in one living unit, 
whether they are a family or not. Situations where people share common kitchen 
and bathroom facilities (e.g., college dormitories, fraternities and sororities) 
are counted as "group quarters" and are not included in households. 


RACE: The Census Bureau provides data for five basic racial groups: White, 
Black, Asian, American Indian, and Other. Because of the small number of Ameri- 
can Indians in Berkeley -- less than 4 of 1% of Berkeley's population -- they have 
been included here with "Other.''. Hispanic is not a racial group, and Hispanics 
may classify themselves in any race. Therefore, it is the total of White, Black, 
Asian frand sOther » exc lusd ve ‘of) Hispanics, which will «total, 100Zao0f autractts 
population. 


FAMILY INCOME: This category shows the income of Berkeley families relative to 

the median family income in the five-county San Francisco-Oakland SMSA (Alameda, 
Contra Costa, Marin, San Francisco, and San Mateo Counties) as reported in 1970 

and 1980. Income categorizations were based on the following levels: Below 50% 

of median income as Very Low, 50-80% of median as Low, 80-120% of median as Moder- 
ate, and above 120% of median as Above Moderate. This data is based only on fami- 
Lies -- that is, two or more persons living together related by blood or marriage -- 
and excludes other types of households (e.g., persons living alone).

DENSITY: Density is here defined as persons per residential acre. The total 
population of a Census Tract was divided by the residential area of a Tract to 
determine this figure. 


Overview of Data 


The data on specific sites and Census Tracts can best be understood in context 

of Citywide conditions. Therefore, this Analysis includes a profile of population 
and population change in the City of Berkeley as a whole. As this Citywide data 
is not site specific, information about site size and facilities is not included 
in the profile. ; 


The profile provides a benchmark for evaluating conditions and trends in indivi- 
dual areas. In terms of race, the City as a whole is 66% White, 20% Black, and 
almost 10% Asian. 30% of the City's families reported Very Low incomes, some 
18% Low incomes, almost 20% Moderate incomes, and the remaining 31% Above Moder- 
ate incomes. Citywide average density was approximately 35 persons per residen- 
tial acre. 


Population 


Many Citywide trends were mirrored in individual tracts. The population of the 
City declined 9.4%. Every Tract in the analysis showed a decline, ranging from 
1.4% in North Hills tract 4211 to 17.5% in Southwest Berkeley Tract 4240. How- 
ever, the number of households -- groups of people living together -- was essen- 
tially stable, increasing 0.5%. Tracts showed a mixed pattern of gains and los- 
ses, San Pablo Tract 4233 showing the largest gain in households -- 9.2%, and 
Savo Island Tract 4235 showing the largest decline in households -- 21.4%. 


Race 


Most Tracts followed the Citywide pattern of racial change -- with declining num- 
bers of Whites and Blacks; an increase in numbers of Asians and Others (this last 
group included DBT Hispanics. Hispanics were considered racially White in 
1970, with this switch accounting for some of the increase in Other). However, 
analysis elsewhere has indicated that the decline in White population was due to 
decline in the size of White households, while the number of White households 
increased slightly. In the Black population, both the number of persons and 
households declined. The decline in Black population is evident in most Tracts 

in the analysis, rancing tromelic22 an SUDS Tract’ 4231 to near halving --"a, 46.77 
decline -- in Savo Island Tract 4235. The only exceptions were North Hills Tracts 
4211, 4215, and 4217, where Black population increased above very small 1980 bases.

Households with Children 


Declining numbers of households with children under 18 was also a widespread 
phenomenon. Citywide, the number of these households fell by over 1,000 or a 
decline of 12.67. Declinestranged from 6.5/7.in San)Pablo Park Tract 4233 to 
31,24- in) NOrten snattuckewarea tract 47246. Only North Hills Tractv42ilyewhich 
registered an increase of seven households with children under 18, bucked the 


trend. Declines in density were also found throughout Berkeley. In the City as 
a whole, density declined from 37.8 persons per residential acre to 34.8 persons 
per residential acre, a 7.9% drop. This drop was mirrored in every Tract in the 


analysis, with declines ranging from 1.7% in North Hills Tract 4211 to 32.1% in 
Savo Island Tract 4235. 


Community Facilities 


Community Facilities are a site specific matter, but a few notes are in order. 


Some sites show long distances to the elementary school (Kindergarten - Grade 3) 


serving them, because of the voluntary crosstown busing used by the School Dis- 
trict to assure integration. Only two sites are over one mile from a shopping 


district, and three sites (Whittier School, 2000 Block of Virginia, and Alcatraz/ 
Sacramento sites) are adjacent to shopping districts. Six sites are within one- 
half mile of a BART station -- Acton/Virginia Gardens and Franklin School to North 
Berkeley Station, Whittier School and 2000 Block of Virginia to Berkeley Station, 
and Martin Luther King/Derby and Alcatraz/Sacramento to Ashby Station. All sites 
are within one-third mile of two or more AC Transit bus lines, and within one-half 


mile of City parks.
